Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On Page 7, in line 26, is the phrase "from the from the". It should be deleted and 
restated as -from the-. 

On Page 8, in line 9, is the phrase "end (448)..". It should be deleted and 
restated as -end (448).-. 

On Page 10, in lines 27-28, is the phrase "a a vertical". It should be deleted and 
restated as -a vertical-. 

On Page 12, in line 5, is the phrase "between he". It should be deleted and 
restated as -between the-. 

On Page 12, line 20, is the phrase "disk sharped". It should be deleted and 
restated as -disk shaped-. 

On Page 12, line 26, is the phrase "hub (81050)". It should be deleted and 
restated as -hub (810)-. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 , on lines 13 and 15, the phrases "the axle" is unclear since it may refer 
to either front or rear axles. The phrases should be restated as -the rear axle- 
to clarify the subject matter. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Clark 
(5,713,590). 

3. As to claim 1 , Clark discloses a quad cycle comprising a frame means (2), 
bearing means for receiving a rear axle that receives a plurality of rear wheels 
(5,6), a steering unit, a right axle (25) and a left axle (25) rotatably affixed to the 
steering unit whereby each axle receives at least one wheel (8,9), a derailleur 
assembly (30,32) that includes a drive cam (DC), a brake assembly that includes 
a brake rotor (38) at the rear axle and an upright swing arm assembly wherein 
the swing arm (13) is in lever and rotation communication with the drive cam, and 
the swing arm assembly is in steering cable communication (22) with the steering 
unit and right and left axles (see Figs. 1-6, Fig. 6 below & Col. 2, lines 1-21). 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sheldon '634, Bitner '887, Ferez '349, Smith '872 and Starr '854 each disclose 
quad cycles having swing arm drive mechanisms. 

Heath 708 discloses a bicycle having a swing arm drive mechanism that is 
connected to a steering mechanism.
